While the Ramblers and 
Loggers witnessed more solid 
fundamental baseball and an 
increase in participation, it 
was their respective teams 
showing flashes of their up- 
side that stood out. 

Not to be overshadowed, 
veteran leaders: Tom Reid of 
East Jordan; Nick Vuillemot 
of Charlevoix; and Frank 
Hersha of Ellsworth, were 
doing the same thing at their

Ethan Hills 


Sophomore, #10 


The sophomore southpaw 
surprised a lot of people this 
season with his ability to 
take over a baseball game 
from the center of the dia- 
mond when he took the 


mound for the Ramblers. Not 
just a one-dimensional player, 


Ethan would slide over to 
first or second base when he 
wasn’t on the hill, 

“Kthan deserves this,” 
Rambler coach Todd Shu- 


maker said. “Every kid could 
learn from him, his work 
ethic is second to none, he 
puts a lot of time in and gets 
good at what he does.” 

Despite the new pitch- 
count rules this season, the 
hard throwing Hills worked 
his way up and down oppo- 
nents batting lineups to a 
record of 6-4 with one save in 
66 innings of work, allowing 
26 runs (16 earned) and own- 
ing a miniscule ERA of 0.89. 

Hills faced 240 batters, al- 
lowing only 35 hits, walking 
25, striking out 90 (including 
23 looking), and limiting op- 
ponents to a batting average 
of .138 and an on-base per- 
centage of .240. 

“Treally improved from my 
freshman to my sophmore 
season,” Ethan said. 

When asked about how he 
was able to be so consistent 
and keep runs off the board, 
he replied; “With the new 
pitch count rules, it all comes 
down to the guys behind you. 
My defense played well be- 
hind me, as a pitcher, you 
have to get batters to hit into 
outs and those guys behind 
me did just that.” 

Appearing in 30 game, at 
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the plate, Ethan finished with 
21 hits, including six doubles 
and a home run and 19 RBIs 
in 81 at-bats, for an average of 
.259. Hills also drew 14 walks, 
had one sacrifice fly and was 
hit once. 

He swiped once base, 
reached on error five times, 
four on a fielder's choice, had 
an on-base percentage of .371 
and a slugging percentage of 
.370 and scored 11 runs. 

“Myself and ee as a team 
all need to be more aggres- 
sive at the plate,” Hills noted. 
“We can’t leave it up to the 
umpires, if it's close, we’ve 
got to put the ball in play.” 

He also scored 18 runs, 
stole 11 bases without being 
caught, had two sacrifices 
and an on-base percentage of 
.449 and a slugging percent- 
age of .404. 

Defensively, Ethan had 93 
putouts and 20 assists, witha 
fielding average of .950. 

Ethan is continuing to play 
ball this summer, playing for 
the Petoskey Royals 19U 
travel team and plans on 
working on his pitching craft 
to better his high school ca- 
reer. 

With a work ethic like few 


others, we look for Hills to 
improve on his already im- 
pressive numbers and finish 
among the area leaders next 
season, a scary thought for 
upcoming opponents.

The Ramblers graduate only 
three seniors, all key contributors 
this season; Dominik Archey, Dylan 
Hutterer and Tristan Stackus, so 
look for Boyne to once again be a 
challenge for all opponents as they 
go for a third straight district title. 

“One thing from the season that 
we will work on is our fielding,” 
Shumaker noted. “Sometimes we 
struggled, and despite going 7-7 ina 
tough conference, we had five 
losses of two runs or less that an 
error or two on routine plays could 
have turned out differently. Going 
forward, it gives us something to 
work on for next year.”
